They are 
expected to take 16 days training each 
year when they receive full pay and 
allowances of the rank at which they 
are commissioned*, but attendance at 
the training camp largely is a matter 
of decision of the reserve officer, 
himself. Interference with business of 
the officer or any good reason, is 
sufficient to excuse from attendance, 
it was stated. Reserve officers also 
are >ept in touch with military de­ 
velopments by means of a correspond­ 
ence course. 
Enlisted men who served dt least 
four months during the wax may en­ 
list in the reserve for one year. Men 
who have served in the regular army 
or national guard are required to en­ 
list, for a period of three years. War 
veterans may be discharged, upon ap­ 
plication, within 90- days. Enlistments 
will be made in the reserve in the 
same grade as the person enlisting 
held in the army previously.
